We think there are no decorations as beautiful, and as much in keeping with 
the Christmas Season as our lovely Evergreen Roping. You have a large variety to 
choose from, and there are many, Many ways to use this—you can have individual 
and different decorations every year by using this roping. 


Our roping is made by workmen, who have had many years experience in this 
work, from fresh, select Evergreens. Round, fluffy, tightly woven so that it cannot 
fall apart, our beautiful roping cannot be compared to the poorly made, light weight 
roping often sold on the market. Entirely made by hand on an extra heavy twine, 
so strong it is better than wire, it will not slip on twine as it sometimes does on wire. 
However, we can make this on the wire if you prefer. We strive always to improve 
the quality of our roping and feel sure there is none better on the market. Every 
year we receive praise on the beauty and quality of our Evergreens. 


Last year we had a medium weight and a heavy weight roping, but we have 
discontinued making the medium weight, as it does not look as well as a heavier 
grade ior cities. We are only making the heavy weight, and the extra heavy weight. 


Our selection of roping would be the Laurel, White Pine or Mixed Laurel-White 
Pine. Balsam and Boxwood are beautiful and will last longest, but prices of these 
are usually too high for the average consumer. Hemlock is among the loveliest, but 
has a very short life span. It is the most perishable roping we handle. 


If your city has a warm climate, we suggest your trying our treated, painted 
roping, as listed on page 7. This roping has a much longer life than the natural. 
In one instance last year we checked the painted roping 60 days after it had been 
put up, and it was just as nice and fresh as when first put up. However, in a cool 
climate, where the temperature does not get too warm, the natural roping, unpainted 
or treated, will last throughout the Holiday season. 


HOW TO FIGURE THE COST OF DECORATING 
YOUR CITY 


The cost of decorating your city is comparatively small when you use the Ever- 
green Roping and Wreaths. You will be surprised to find how far just 1,000 yards 
of this roping will go. You can stretch this out thinly, making it go a long way, 
or you can put this up abundantly. 

To know how much roping it would take, you could measure your streets, estimate 
how many times you want to cross the streets and see how much it would take. 


If you need any help in decorating your city, and could send us a sketch of your 
streets, we will be glad to help you plan your decorations. There are so many 
beautiful ways to decorate your city, you need not use the same style even for two 
consecutive years. No matter how little or how much you can afford to spend, when 
you use Evergreens there is a way to decorate your city. For some ideas on how to 
use this roping, we refer you to pages 2, 6, 7 and 12, where we show some different 
ways to use this roping. 


HOW TO PREPARE FOR AND PUT UP ROPING 
AND LIGHTS 


All lights, and roping, need a heavy guy wire for support. The longer span you 
have, the heavier your wire needs to be. It should never be lighter than telephone 
wire. Whenever possible, these wires or cables should be permanent, put up high 
enough to be out of the way of traffic, and left up all year. It will not be noticable, 
and will save you much trouble each Christmas Season. Some towns have light 
posts that are high enough to swing wires from, and others do not. Some towns 
have telephone and light poles which they can fasten wires to. When a city does 
not have either, cables can be anchored to side of buildings that face the street, 
extending cables across the street. Wires can then be strung up and down length 
of street as needed. For illustration, see sketches on page 4. »*

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When possible, lights and roping should be strung a foot or more apart, as this 
eleminates the possibliy of fire hazards, and does not dry out your greens. If your 
streets are not too wide, roping and lights can be swung across streets and will 
support themselves, but they must either be scalloped or fastened to wire overhead, 
as in sketch shown on page 2, 


Don’t think it would be difficult to decorate your town, or that you must have 
experience. Almost anyone can decorate a town, and do it well. You will be surprised 
how easy it is after you get into it. Your own city workmen can put up these 
Evergreen Decorations, eliminating any expense to speak of here.

Cypress Plantbands Won't Steal 
Your Soil Nitrogen! 


Wood veneer bands have a great reputation for 
doing that. Chances are that you have seen ar- 
ticles in the trade journals saying that many 
plants appear unhappy in plantbands. 

They explain it this way: wood veneer, being 
thin, decomposes rapidly. While the band is 
rotting, large amounts of Nitrogen are used in 
the process. 


Maybe so; we are not too scientifically inclined, 
but let us tell you about our actual experiences 
with plantbands and the reasons for this new 
cypress plantband idea. 


Before the War we used different kinds of plant- 
bands in a comparatively moderate way. ‘The 
overall program looked very nice for a number 
of reasons. ‘They were low in cost; you could 
move them around by the flatful instead of by the 
single pot; they took up less room, and held more 
soil than comparable sizes of clay pots; thus they 
needed fewer “‘shiftings.”’ 


‘They stayed moist longer than clay pots; being 
cubical in shape, they pack nicely and tightly for 
shipment. No knocking out; no paper shipping 
pots to buy; no breakage; and no pots to wash. 
Then there need not be a lot of money tied up 
in a shedful of pots. A couple of thousand plant- 
bands could be carried under each arm. A mil- 
lion bands could be tiled away in one of the pot 
bins. 


It certainly looked lke there were a lot of econ- 
omies and labor-saving potentialities in the band 
idea. But there was always this worry about the 
“nitrogen-hungry look” of the plants. Nitrates 
were applied, and helped considerably. But 
when nitrates were added, that seemed to step 
up the tempo of the band rotting. 


Here we were, trying to sell a “balled baby” 
shrub and evergreen program, put up in nice 
little packages containing fine, thrifty plants with 


all of their roots in the package. With rotten 
bands, the plants were rooting all over the neigh- 
bor’s precinct. 


Someone suggested wood preservatives. “That 
looked like it might help, so we tried it. But 
the costs of the wood preservatives and applica- 
tion were high enough to offset many of the 
other economies. 


Along came the War; clay pots became more ex- 
pensive and harder to get. It looked like more 
plantbands would have to be the solution. 

A number of kinds were ordered in for more 
trials. “Treated paper bands were quickly elim- 
inated. Light paper kinds were too hard to 
scramble into a flat. Some stuck together. Roof- 
ing paper bands were too water-tight to permit 
moisture to circulate freely in the flat. ‘That 
meant individual plant watering, or dipping the 
whole flat in a pan of water; and that just cost 
too much money. 


Veneer bands were selected as the most desirable. 
Stapled types were tried, too; but to remove them, 
when removal was necessary, meant cutting them 
at a corner with a knife, and that was very slow 
indeed. Slotted bands came off with just a twist 
of the wrist. 


By making a few simple changes in the slot design, 
we greatly stepped up the business of setting up 
the bands. High School girls, with their skinny 
nimble fingers, and their ever-pressing need for 
ready cash, did the job quickest and best. It is a 
good point in economics, however, to pay them 
by the flat rather than on an hourly basis. Some 
will set up 600 to 700 bands per hour, after a 
little practice. 


Several years ago we located a southern manu- 
facturer who could make a few Cypress bands. 
But Cypress was being bought by the govern- 
ment just about as fast as it was being logged, so 
it has not been possible to secure enough cypress 
plantbands even for our own requirements, un- 
til this year. ‘This delay, while annoying, did 
however provide excellent opportunities to test, 
re-design, check, and perfect the product. Now 
we are ready to introduce the new improved Cy- 
press Plantbands. ‘They are coming to us in 
carload quantities and are available to you for 
your requirements. 


Try some of them! We have certainly found 
them most satisfactory, and you will, too. ‘There 
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are a great many things you can do with them. 
Try sowing to each band a few seeds of such veg- 
etable and bedding plants as you usually trans- 
plant 100 to a flat. After the seeds have come up 
and the plants are well started, thin to one or two 
plants per band. Your customers will gladly pay 
you much more for the plants put up in such an 
attractive manner; and the plants, with the root 
ball intact, will have no transplanting shock to 
overcome. “That will make happy customers, and 
you will have saved a transplanting cost. 


Use these cypress plantbands for potting up root- 
ed carnation and mum cuttings and other sim- 
ilar things, including perennials, shrubs and 
evergreens. Handling costs will be but a frac- 
tion of usual, and thus profits increased. 


We use them in so many ways that we could use 
pages to tell you about them. You will find 
many uses for them that have not occurred to us; 
and we solicit your tips on such uses, so that we 
can pass them on to others. 


So far as we know, no other firm is making or 
offering plantbands made of cypress. Because 
cypress logs are not smooth grained like spruce, 
cottonwood, gum, etc., manufacturing costs are 
much greater. Yet, by taking advantage of ev- 
ery possible economy, our prices are in line.

Your order should be sent to Waynesboro, 
Penna., and shipment will be made from point 
nearest you. All are packed 1000 to package. 
Trial shipments of one to five thousand can be 
made by Parcel Post. 
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They’re off with a twist of the wrist, 
but just leave them on for field planting.
